old fashioned privies with open vaults, 
and it may be said in passing that if 
the authorities would exercise the samp 
care in this inspect that they exact 
from Individuals and tax payers as to 
sanitary plumbing, no comment would 
be necessary. 
The Grand Jury ascertain tlia^ an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 was nade by the 
Council of State In the early part of 
1900, from current funds, for new build- 
ings at the asylum, and if this amount 
were 
available, 
adequate 
quarters 
could be provided in frame structures, 
but unfortunately the funds of the 
Government have been so depleted by 
reason of the plague and other causes, 
that no funds are' available for this 
purpose. 
At the present time the woman's 
ward is made to accommodate thirty- 
one persons, while there are rooms for 
but nineteen, hence the necessity of 
putting two patients in one room, 
which is most undesirable. 


The woman's ward should also have 
facilities for washing clothes. All or 
the wards should be fitted with some 
automatic device whereby all the cells 
or rooms can be thrown open at once 
in case of fire. This can now be done 
in the woman's ward, but in none of 
the others. 
The Grand Jury specially condemn 
and severely criticize the-^actlon of the 
authorities in establishing the stone 
blasting and crushing plant within say 
100 yards of the asylum building, and 
upon land set aside as the asylum res- 
ervation, and it seems strange and re- 
markable that whoever is responsible 
for selecting this location for tne pur- 
pose named, did not immediately see 
that it would be most undesirable for 
the unfortunate inmates of the asylum. 
The Grand Jury believe it Is gener- 
ally an accepted fact that what is most 
needed by the insane Is absolute rest 
and quiet, and this jury can testify 
that the continual roar of tne stone 
crusher is most trying (lasting aa it 
does through the entire day) to the or- 
dinary person, while the blasting that 
is done at intervals la always startling, 
and must be terrifying to persons suf- 
Vferlng from aberrations of the mind. 
-In our opinion the stone crushing 
plant should be peremptorily removed 
from the vicinity, even at a large cost

Separate 
quarters should be provided for pris- 
oners held under committal for trial, 
as at present, they are, for want of 
room, confined In the same yard with 
convicted criminals.

PROSTITUTION AND 1W1LEL 
Complying with the charge of the 
court, the Grand Jury has made two 
visits to Iwilel, and ascertained the fol- 
lowing facts. 
There is but one corral or enclosure 
used as a refuge for prostitutes, the 
land belong to John Ena, Esq., and 
leased by him to Chlng Lum and 
Leong Cheau. who sub-let the prem- 
ises to Masuda, who controls, at pres- 
ent, the premises under his lease. 
The place Is managed by Mr. Kane- 
matsu and Mr. Eugene O'Sulllvan, in 
behalf of the lessee, Mr. Masuda. 
Mr. Ena receives as ground rental 
from Chlng Lum and 
Leongr Cheau, 


$980 annually. 
Chlng Lum and Leong Cheau receive 
a bonus of $9,000 from T Masuda for a 
lease of the property occupied by the 
^corral, and Mr. Masuda also pays 
'them a ground rental of $600 per an- 
num. 
There are five buildings on the 
premises, containing 225* rooms, and the

The Grand Jury have found no evi- 
dence of embezzlement or defalcation

No cash- 
book or ledger Is kept, and the money 
paid In Is noted on the record of the 
ABC to which it pertains, and an off- 
etting memorandum made when the 
money is sent up to the Circuit Court, 
or otherwise disposed of. 
As stated above, all moneys paid the 
c^erk, and for which he gives receipt. 
are delivered by him to the judge, from 
whom he gets no receipt. 
This, of 
tself, is a very loose and dangerous 
>ractice. 
This Grand Jury believe and rec- 
ommend that the proper authority 
houWinslst that a proper set of book* 
—a cashbook and ledger—be kept at 
the police court, and be subject to pe- 
riodical investigation of, and verifica- 
tion by the auditor. By BO doing, ac- 
counts can be kept, showing at a 
lance, the cash on hand, the standing 
)f the various attorneys' accounts, and 
the funds awaiting payment to the Cir- 
cuit Court. It is within the knowledge 
of this jury that a predecessor of the 
present police court clerK was tried 
'or embezzlement, the question at Issue 
>eing payments between the judge an<l 
the clerk, and this fact, of 
itself, 
should have been sufficient to oring 
about a reform. 
The Grand Jury feel justified in cen- 
suring Judge Wilcox for permitting the 
present unsystematic and loose meth- 
ods In his court We believe, being the 
direct superior of Clerk Zablan, and 
so long as these methods »re allowed 
to exist, just so long will the investi- 
gations of a Grand Jury and a possible 
indictment be imminent to him and his 
clerk. There Is ample evidence that 
Clerk Zablan has more work to do 
than can be reasonably and properly 
done by one man, and the Grand Jury 
Is quite satisfied that In order to inau- 
rate the reforms suggested In book- 
keeping, more help will be necessary. 
The delays in getting appeal cases up 
to the Circuit Court appears t<r-us to 
be due to want of time for the polics 
court clerk to prepare the same. In 
one or two Instances, when the trans- 
criptions have been prepared by the 
attorney in the case, or others, there 
has been further delay than is excusa- 
ble, but we believe that more help 
would obviate the annoyance caused 
by those delays.

alleged Abuses. The tone of the report

SLAVERY AMONG ASIATICS. 


The Federal Grand Jury will, It Is re- 


ported, be asked to Investigate the sys- 
tem of slavery which is said to obtain 
'in the Oriental quarter. Whether Its 
attention will be directed to specific In- 
stances of human bondage we do not 
know, though the Jury must, of course, 
get hold of such Incidents to enable It 
to bring indictments 
Already detec- 


tives have been at work 
Undoubtedly 


their task was a hard one, owing to 
'the facility with which the lower-class 
'Oriental tells an untruth for the benefit 
of himself or any one else of his race 
In whom he has an Interest but haid 
as It was, the task of the Grand Jury 
in getting at the facts of slavery, if 
such facts exist, promises to be con- 
siderably harder 


Qnce In a long time a Chinese or 


Japanese woman announces herself as 
a slave and calls upon the law to rescue 
her, but the cases are few and far be- 
tween and some of them are manifest- 
ly fraudulent. As the fruit of long ex- 
perience, the San Francisco authorities 
do not always receive the "escaping 
slave girl" with open arms any m.je 
than they do the Chinaman who con- 
fesses that h»> was smuggled Into the 
country and has no right to stay. One 
of the first ' slav e girls ' to put herself 
Into the hands of the San Francisco 
police was given over to a charity, the 
good women composing which trium- 
phantly shipped her back to China at 
their own expense. It turned out aft 
erward that she was the daughter of 
a merchant who wanted to sell her to 
a mandarin and was not unwilling to 
save trans-Pacific passage money She 
actually went, and with a light heart, 
from freedom to bondage The scheme 
worked so well that whenever a mer- 
chant wanted to send his wife or 
daughter back to the old home he had 
her "escape" to the passage-paying so- 
ciety and in due time— for this was be- 
fore the day of the Geary law— he got 
her back again 
Since exclusion began, 


•with all its photographic and book-of- 
record appurtenances, there has not 
been much doing at San Francisco in 
the "escaping slave ' line 
Occasionally 


a girl gets miffed and runs away from 
home, to the arms of the authorities, 
police or charitable, but she generally 
goes back again 
If in slavery she is 


not displeased for sometimes in that 
state she has more comforts than s^e 
gets under the family roof 


The

of slavery that exists 


among the coolie Japanese is apt to be 
paternal or maternal Girls sold or in- 
dentured make money for their parents 
by the process of sale 
How far this 


system goes in Honolulu we do not 
know , but it is said to exist and to be 
supplemented by a species of bondage 
which has no parental standing or ex- 
cuse If this is true it is a proper sub- 
ject for the Federal Grand Jury to in- 
vestigate though we confess to misgiv- 
ings that anything Indictable can be 
proved

The Donau is a fine full-rigged ship, 


supplied with steam power Her en- 
gines are only used, however, upon en- 
tering a port or for -very short dis- 
tances. She is a vessel of 2,500 tons 
and was built about eight years ago. 


She sailed from Austria In May of 


last year and has been cruising In 
South American waters. She will re- 
turn home some time this year, it is 
thought, by way of the Suez canal. 


There are 340 men aboard the train- 


ing ship, the majority being trained 
for the navy, twenty-four are young 
naval 
officers. 
Her battery consists 


of ten 4-inch guns and four rapid-fire 
Hotchkiss guns. She is constructed of 
wood and iron and is named for the 
famous Austrian warship which took 
part in the battle of Lissa in the war 
between Italy and Austria In 1S66.

INJUNCTION DISSOLVED 


By the order of the First Circuit 
Judge, filed yesterday afternoon, the 
temporary injunction made February 
25 against the Hawaiian Commercial 
and Sugar Company upon complaint 
of the Wailuku Sugar Company, has 
been dissolved 
The order refers to 
the alleged obstruction of the Wailuku 
river by the defendant company, and 
the defendant Is allowed ten days with- 
in which to flle an answer 
In his order dissolving the Injunc- 
tion the judge states that upon mo- 
tion of the defendant tne temporary 
injunction is dissolved, said motion be- 
ing supported by affidavits of H. P 
Baldwin and 
A. N Kepolkai, 
and 
counsel as well for the defendant as 
plaintiff being heard thereon, and up- 
on the affidavit of S. M. Ballou, filed 
by the plaintiff, the court was of the 
opinion, upon 
consideration 
of 
the 


facts disclosed, that the motion should 
be granted. The Judge stated that the 
injunction enjoined and prohibited the 
defendant from constructing a ditch 
under, through or across the par- 
cels named in the plaintiffs bill of 
complaint, known as the Opunui land, 
or from removing stones or gravel 
from said land, or from erecting any 
structures in or upon the land until 
the further order of the court, upon 
penalty of being adjudged in contempt 
thereof. 


SNBAD GETS SIX MONTHS 


Private Snead, a soldier of the Unit- 
ed States artillery, who was indicted 
by the Grand Jury on February Jl^ 
for stealing a bicycle valued at ISO, 
belonging to Elijah Peter Blake, plead- 
ed guilty to the charge in the Circuit 
Court yesterday, and was sentenced to 
imprisonment at hard labor In Oahu 
Prison for the term of three months, 
and to pay tbe costs incurred.

quarter of the taro product but to take 
it all. 


Reynolds said that when he started 


the taro growing the board took one- 
half the product in consideration of the 
board's allowing the "residents to user 
the Walkolu valley and furnishing the 
growers lumber, etc. 


Afterward he had changed this and 


taken but a quarter of the product. 
The board had also grown its own taro 
and paid wages of 60 cents a day. It 
had been able to'grow much more than 
the lepers had independently. 


Reynolds said these lepers who were 


now planters wanted to charge extrav- 
agant prices. Ambrose Hutchison was 
one who had a good supply and in the 
late taro famine bad refused to sell his 
taro tor less than (2 a bag. 
t 


Hutchison had not gotten this price. 


The board took the taro from his fields 
and Intended to pay the market price 
only. 
• 
The taro was the property of the 


board but the board allowed the plant- 
ers to keep three-fourths of the crop 
they raised, or rather the whole crop 
was delivered to the board and the 
board paid the planters for three- 
fourths of it 
President Raymond said he had been 


informed by Senator Baldwin of the 
Senate settlement investigation com- 
mittee that they would make a report 
of their visit to the settlement in a 
few (fays. Raymond urged that the 
board send a copy to the Senate and 
House committees on public health and 
also to the joint committee on the leper 
settlement 
* 
| Dr. Emerson asked Reynolds if it was 
his opinion that if the leper colonists 
conducted taro planting independently 
of the board the lepers would be bet- 
tered. 


Reynolds said his opinion was that 


the "board should run the entire busi- 
ness and pay the laborers for their 
work. Otherwise the planters could 
ask exorbitant prices for the crop. All 
the land belonged to the board and the 
board could take it all over at any 
time. At present the board raised one- 
half the amount of taro consumed.

Last 
year these corporations bad an,output 
of 67,807 tons, and this year a greater 
amount of the increase will be with 
them. Some of these companies also 
control other smaller companies, so that 
the new company will be in a position 
to control a large share of the sugar 
trade. 


"The object of the consolidation. It 


is said. Is for the purpose of reducing 
operating expenses and to systematise 
the culture of sugar. A large reduction 
in the expense may be made by put- 
ting the companies under one manage- 
ment and it is said the product can be 
handled more economically."
